Inquiry Into Death After 
Drinking Soup 


An inquiry into the death of Fong 
Kam-cheuk, 37, of No, 170 Nanchang 
Street, Shamshuipo, who diced on 
Mareh 7 after having partalcen of 
some soup made from Chinese herbs, 
wus held by Mr. Q. A. A. Macfadyen 
at the Kowloon Magistracy yester- 
day, 

Detective Sergeant A. Soutar was 
present for the police, on 

The first witness called was Dr, H. 
1k Tal, medical officer of the Kow- 
toon Public Mortuary, who said he 
made a post mortem on the body of 
Font on) March 8, and discovered 
that the eause of death was polson- 
ing by Gelsemtum elegans, (Benth). 

He found that externally, the body 


frontiers,—- |, was that of a typical leper. 


Continuing, Dr, Tai said that the 
polson was from a well-known local 
herb, and was used for application 
externally for various skin discascs, 
He believed that It was sold fairly 
generally in the herb stores of the 
Colony. , 

There were no external signs of 
syphilis, d it was possible that. the 
leprosy may have becn regarded by 
deceased os a form of venereal 
disease, as it was ‘so regarded in 
Hongkong. . . 

He said that a poisonous dose of 
the herb would be one fifth of a 
wrain or even less, and if taken in= 
ternally, would gradually paralyse 
the organs, while death would be 
‘brought about. when the respiratbry 
orghns were affected. 

Dr. Tal snid that if the poison had 
been taken in by the mouth, he re- 
commended that the treatinent would 
be a stomoch wash and the ad- 
ministration of stimulants, which 
would revive the paralysed muscles, 
—The-_ herb were -ulso_ known under 
the Chinese name of Woo Man Tang 
er Tuen-Cheung Tse. 

Shu Pul-wah, wife of deceased, 
sud her husband was sufferjng from 
syphilis, and was being treated by a 
Chinese doctor. She had never heard 
that hé was suffering from leprosy. 

The herbs had been brought to 
the house by a coolie named. Cheung 
Tak on Mareh 6, while the same man 
had ,often ‘brought other kinds of 
herbs for her husband before. 

Soup Tasted Rather Bitter 


She had prepared the herbs by] 


boiling them with pork on the morn- 
ing of March 7,.and when ready her 
husband had drunk about half a 
bowl, while she also took a smaller 
quantity, She had noticed a rather 
bitter taste about it at that time, 
and on mentioning it to her husband, 
was told that it might have been 
because the herbs were rather fresh. 

After drinking the soup, she felt 
a little faint, while her husband 
appeared to be affected also shortly 
afterwards, ‘Just before losing con~ 
sclousness, she heard that her hus- 
band had also become unconscious. 
~ This evidence was corroboreted by 
n fellow tenant, Lau So, who sald 
that before the: ambulance arrived, 
the’ woman's husband had died. 

Witness did not know if the de- 
ceased was suffering from anything, 
but he appeured to have a kind of 
a skin disease on his face. 

As far as she knew, both the hus- 
band und wife were on good terms 
with each other, ° 

Chan Soon-chol, 49, herbalist, 
{dentified: the herbs produced in 
Court ug Woo Man Tung, or 
Gelsemlum elegans. We sald it was 
usually sold for washing externally, 
snd ‘was sold to the ‘herb stores by 
herb gatherers who brought it in, In 
n iresh condition. The herb was 
known to the herb dealers os pol- 
sonous. 

In giving his verdict, Mr, 
Macfadyen sald he was quite satis- 
fied that it was entircly an accident, 
nnd that deceased died on March 7 
from the effects of polsoning from 
Gelsemlum clegans, which hod been 
taken by mistake. He also pointed 
out that the herb was very danger- 
ous, and could only be used for cx- 
ternal use, ns a very small quantity 
could be fatal If taken internally:

But when Mussolini decides that 
the Mediterranean becomes his sen 
to the exclusion of other nations, 
Britain must act.: It may be Italy's 
sea, but it is Britain's artery. An 
Italian torniquct would stop the 
life-bload of commerce flowing be- 
tween the heart of the Empire and 
its finger-tips in Hongkong, Singa- 
pore, India, 3 , . 

That is why there is stationed in 
the-Mediterranean- now-u-very-im- 
posing portion of the British fleet. 
Britain's warships are not there to 
impede the communications of any 
nation, but to protect her own, 

Becnuse of this, the position in 
the Mediterranean to-day is a very 
interesting one, vastly different 
from 1914-18. We had enemies in 
the inland sea then—Austria-Hun- 
gary oand = Turkey both, had 
respectable-sized fleets. 

To-day, Britain’s - warships: are 
still so superior that they could 
bottle up any possible combination 
of enemies jn the Mediterranean. 
But a new factor has entered into 
consideration, Were there no Air 
Force, the British flect would do- 
minate the Mediterranean as in 
former times: ; 

It-is in the air that Italy is so 
superior in the Mediterranean. 
The story of Abyssinia would have 
been a-vastly different one but for 
these Jtallan planes, 

You heard of what they did in 
Albanin, of how they destroyed 
Spanish towns. | In both those coun- 
tries, however, only n few hundred 


planes were used. Of Italy's 4,000 
planes only 400 went to Spain-—an 
equal number was used {n Albania. 


Against this number Britain has 
‘no more than: a’ thousand planes 
within reach of the Mediterranean, 
Malta, Gibraltar, Cyprus, the Suez 
Canol are all within reach of Mus- 
solini’s bombers.

Britain And China 
Tokyo Sees 
No Change 
Tn Policy . 


Tokyo, Apr. 11. 

The British Government’s policy 
townrds China remains _unchonged, 
Sir Robert Cralgic, the British Am- 
bassador to China, told Japanese 
newspapermen upon his arrival at 
Kobe from Shanghal Jast night. The 
Ambnsmdor arrived at Kobe on 
Monday aboard the N.Y.K. liner 
Terukuni Maru: Stopping aboard, 
overnight,’ the Ambassador will re- 
turn to Tokyo to-doy. 


The Ambassador said that his trip 
to Shanghal had no political object. 


He added that a week's trip would’ 


not be enough to tall in detail’ with 
Sir Archibald Clark Kerr In Shang- 
hat.—Domel,

Commenting on the Kerr-Craigic 
conversations In Shanghai, the 
Kokumin Shimbun: observes that an 
ngreement of views ‘was «apparently 
reached on the possibility and ad- 
visabillty of mediation*on the part of 
Great Britain, consequently the 
paper expects a change in British 
policy. 


The Kokwnin ascribes the British 
anxicty for termination of the Sino- 
Japancee hostilities to two reasons; 
the Eurupean = situation = revolving. 
round Itallan action. in Albania 
dictates that Britain shall concentrate 
her full force und energies in Europe, 
and a comparison of notes between 
the two Ambussadors Ied to the con- 
clusion ‘that the anti-Japanese = re- 
sistance of the Chinng Kai-shek re- 
gime is relatively spent, 


The journal -believes, therefore, 
that Great Britain will endeavour to 
bring, pressure to bear upon both 
Jnpan and China, the tense situation 
in Europe compelling her to: assume 
a stiff attltude towards Japan’ in 
pendinst questions, Including those of 
{ree navigation of the Yangtse, the 
Chinese Maritime Customs and the 
Chinese Railways administration, and 
thnt on these questions she will in- 
duce the United States and France to 
form with her n. joint front against 
Japan. ‘ 


Thus, in trying to check further 
advance of the Japanese forces, Bri- 
tain Is likely to «wdvise the Chung- 
king Government to abandon further 
resistance against Japan, though it 
ls quite possible that she will heigh- 
ten the theatrical effect of her move 
by extending more assistance to the 
Chungking, Government. 


The Kokumin concludes by polnt- 
Ing out that Sir Robert Craigie’ has 


already sought an interview with the. 


Foreign Minister, Mr. Hachiro Arita. 


The Nichintcht Shimbun docs not 
believe that the Kerr-Craigie con- 
versations will result in any such 
chanye of British policy favourable 
to Japan. The paper considers that 
the Shanghai parley was nothing but 
a gesture against Japan inspired by 
the European situation, 


Pointing out that the European 
-crisig-will cause-the-Chungking.Gov- 
ernment increased worry, the paper 
stresses the necersity for Japan to 
pursue an independent world policy 
by resolutely opposing the British 
policy against Japan and aimed at 
supporting the Chiang Kai-shek re- 
gime.—Domet, 7

Doctor’s Evidence 


Dr, Alvares sald that the body of 
the deceased was well nourished and 
developed, Witness performed the 
post-mortem on March 23, and 
noticed a strong smell of cther in 
the bladder and organs, 
a surgical wound In the left shoulder. 
After deseribing the wound and con- 
dition of the body, witness said that 
in his opinion,: the cause: of death 
was ether anaesthesia, He did not 
think the operation: was enough to 
cause shock, though shock might 
have been a secondary factor. Wit- 
ness could not tell how much ether 
had been administered. He found 
nothing in the deceased's condition 
which would have made cther 
annesthesla especially dangerous in 
this case, — ee ee 

Reply to Mr. She, witness agreed 
‘that no doctor would risk lessening 
anaesthesia to such an extent that 
there was a possibility of the pationt 
awakening while still orf the operat- 
‘ing table. : i 

To Mr. Sin, witness said he found 
nothing wrong in the operation, It 
might have been a delicate opera- 
tion, but. it was not.a hard one, 
The time taken, about one and o 
quarter hours, was neither a long 
nor short time 
Death from anuesthesia was not un- 
known. 

Sub-Inspector Darkln suid that on 
or about March 28, he tried to find 
the whereabouts of Dr. Au Yeung, 
and was Informed that he lived in

pe CRISIS pot boils and bubbles 

along the shores lapped by the 
placid waters of the Mediterranean, 
heated by the fires of aggrandise- 
ment on the.one side, suspicion and 
fear on the other. 

The real quarrel is the lordship 
of the inland sea, : 

Italy calls it “Mare Nostrum’—- 
“Our Sea,” 

Ordinarily, that would not matter. 
But when Mussolini decides that 
the Mediterranean becomes his sea 
to ‘the exclusion of other Nations, 
Britain must act. It may be Italy’s 
sea, but it is Britain’s artery. An 
Itallun torniquet would stop the 
life-blood of commerce flowing be- 
tween the heart of the Empire and 
its finger-tips in Hongkong, Singa- 


That is why. there ia stationed in 
the Mediterranean now a very Im- 
posing portion of the British flcet. 
Britain’s warships are not there to 
impede the communications of any 
nation, but to protect her own. 

Because of this, the position in 
the Mediterranean to-day is a very 
interesting one, vastly different 
from 1914-18. We had enemies in 
the inland sea then—Austria-Hun-. 
gary and Turkey both - had 
respectable-sized fleets, 

To-day, Britain’s warships are 
still so superior that they could 
bottle up any possible combination 
of enemics in the, Mediterranean. 
But a new factor hos entered into 
consideration. Were there_no Air 
Force, the British flect would do- 
minate the Mediterranean os in 
former. times. . 

It is in the afr that Italy is so 
superior in the Mediterranean. 
The story of Abyssinia would have 
been a vastly different one but for 
these Italian planes. 

You heard of what they did in 
Albania,. of how they destroyed 
Spanish towns. In both those coun- 
trics, however, only a few hundred 
planes were used. Of Italy's 4,000 
planes only 400 went to Spain—an 
equal number was used in Albania, 

Against this number Britain has 
no more than a thousand planes 
within rench of the Mediterranean. 
Malta, Gibraltar, Cyprus, the Suez 
Canal are all within reach of Mus- 
solini’s bombers, © 

If there is ever trouble between 
Italy and Britain, we may be tem- 
porarily forced from the Mediter- 
ranean. Hongkong’s trade with 
‘Europe will have to be diverted vin 
the Cape or Panama, 

Will that help Italy? : 

No! . Britain need only withdraw 
‘her warships to Gibraltar In the 
west, to Aden in the East. Italy 
will be as effectually. strangled as 
was Germany in 1918,

The journal believes, therefore, 
that Great Britain will endeavour to 
bring pressure to bear upon both 
Japan and China, the tense situation 
in Europe compelling her to assume 
a stiff attitude towarés Japan in 
pending questions, including those of 
{ree navigation of the Yangtse, the 
Chinese Maritlme Customs and the 
Chinese Railways administration, and 
that on these questions she will in- 
duce the United States and France to 
form with her a, joint front against 
Japan. . 


Thus; in irying to cheek further 
advance of the Japanese forces, Bri- 
win is likely to advise the Chung- 
king Government to abandon further 
resistance against Japan, though it 
is quite possible that she will heigh- 
ten the theatrical effect of her move 
by extending more assistance to the 
Chungking Government.

that the Sanitary Department barges 
were the chief offenders in this res- 
pect. A great deal of this fiotsam 
wns enst up at Taiwan Bay and other 
beaches im Kowloon and constituted 
a positive nuisance and menace to 
health, It was decided to write to 
the Director. of Medical Services 
drawing his attention to. this prac- 
tlee, 

A Ictter from Dr. RB. A, de Castro 
Baslo was read In which he express- 
cd his willingness a3 a member of 
the Urban Council,' to take up any 
matters affecting Kowloon.; 

Dr. Basto's interest in Kowloon 
affairs was very cncoursging and the 
Secretary was Instructed to write 
thanking him for his offer .of asslst- 
ance. 

The Markets & Sanitation Sub- 
Committee reported on the conditions 
existing in the area cast of Grampian 
Road. They found that a large num- 


- per-of-matsheds-and—wooden-- huts 


had been built and more were In 
course of erection. It appeared to 
them that the inhabitants were squat- 
ters and probably had no right to 
erect these sheds. 

It was decided to write aguin tv 


the Urban Council in regard to this 
nea, polnting out that these huts 
were in close proximity to residences 
in the district, that there was o grave 
danger of fire, ond that the sanitary 
arrangements were a menace to the 
safety and health of the district. 


BUS SERVICES 

Several complaints were recelved 
with regard to Bus Services, especl- 
ally the lack of passenger accommo~ 
dation. on various routes, Enquiries 
hud‘ elicited the fact thut there were 
insufficient buses to take care of the 
increased traflc, but that new buses 
were being put on as soon as possible 
and that there was a probubility of 
double-deck buses belng permitted 
on the over-crowded routes, 

The queston of the advisability of 
having: double-deck .buses was dis- 
cussed, but. the Committee decided 
that they were not in a position to 
sive an opinion as to the safety of 
double-deck buscs in typhoon wea- 
ther. No doubt the proper suthori- 
tles would tale care of that. It was 
also thought that in typhoon wea- 
{her double-deck buses would be put 
into shelter If danger threatencd. 

It was finally decided to write to 
the Colonial Sceeretary drawing his 
uttention to the Inelc of passenger 
transport facilitics in Kowloon and 
to enquire if anything could be done 
to expedite the inauguration of the 
proposed double-deck buses. 

The Playgrounds Sub -Cammittec 
reported that although the Public 
Works Department had informed the 
Assoctation that the repairs required 
for the children’s playgrounds would 
be put in hand, nothing had been 
done. The fencing ut Cox's Road 
Playzround was in a bad state of 
repair, holes therein having been 
mide which permitted entrance to 
unybody after the gates were locked, 
and it appeared that after ‘dark it 
was still a rendezvous for ‘undesir- 
ables. The Jatrincs were in a filthy 
condition when examined on several 
occasions, and the smell emanating 
thereform was very offensve. 

It wns decided to write to the 
Director of Public Works asking that 
some action be taken in the matter, 
and the playgrounds made ft for the 
use of the many children frequent- 
Ing them.

At. the same 
time, with the artillery of that 
pre-aviation period, well defend- 
ed ports, even. if they were right 
on the coast level, formed safe 
harbours for warships. : 


To-day, however, modern 
ships need to return to harbour 
very frequently for repairs and 
for re-fuelling; ports on the 
actual coastline can be bombard- 
ed from a distance by artillery, 
and all ports are within the field 
of.action of enemy nircraft. : 


Warships, moving fast, can to 
a small extent protect them 
selves from attack by air. But 
aeroplanes and submarines work- 
ing together make navigation 
for hostile war fleets in narrow 
seas extremely dangerous. 


Strategic Advantages 


This is particularly the case 
with the Mediterranean, and it 
would be no: exaggeration ' to 
look upon the whole of this gen 
as a focal area of gravo’ danger 
where sea movements vould be 
most difficult to protect, nbove 
all, from air attack. / 


There is no denying the patent 
fact that the central position of 
Italy, lying acrosy the middle of 
the Mediterranean, gives her re-' 
markable strategic advantages 
in the western ‘half of that sen.

Looking Eastwards 


In the Kastern Mediterrancan 
the comparative situation of the 
two hypothetically rival Air 
Forces would not be so extreme- 
ly unequal. 

British Air Forces could, jike 
the British Fleet, find basey in 
Cyprus,. at Haifa, and on the 
northern coast of Egypt, where 
they have an admirably well- 
organised refitting station at 
Aboukir. 

Nevertheless, even here the 
Italian warplanes based on 
Rhodes and the: Dodecanese 
Islands are only 460 miles from 
Haifa, less than 400 miles from 
the entry to the Suez Canal, and 
only 360 miles from Alexandria. 


Dangerous Possibilities 


The Italians also have bases 
available in Libya, the frontier 
of which is but 300 miles from 
Alexandria.

In par- 
ticular, it would compel the 
greater part of merchant ship- 
ping to avoid the Mediterranean 
and thus cause in economic up-

wonthly, ‘why shouldn't I cto the 
same?” 

The praclce has become so fae 
grant that boxes of balls are sent 
throuh the post, others appear on 
the dressing-table at the hotel where 
the player is staying, while balls are 
discreetly bonded out on the courses] 
for the player’ “to try.”

Mr, Nigel. then proceeded to sub- 
mit that the evidence generally had 
been insufficient to establish a prima 
Jacie case ngainst defendant, but his 
Worship intervened and sald that he 
did not think Mr. Nigel waa entitled 
to make a submission, having already 
called evidence for the defence. Mr, 
Nigel pointed out that his previous 
witness had been compelled to Jenve 
the Colany: two weeks ago, and that 
her evidence would not have been 
available now had It not been taken 
previously, but if hls Worship ruled 
against him he was prepared to call 
his evidence.
